DETAILED ACTION 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the instant application 
is being allowed in response to a BPAI board decision rendered on 3/13/2008. While the 
specification is generally concerned with treatment via gene therapy, particularly prostate cancer, 
the claims do not recite any treatment methods, rather a process for delivering DNA to a prostate 
cell. The BPAI board decision highlights that the claimed process can be used in to deliver DNA 
to the prostate in animal models and for fiirther biomedical research (pg. 4, parag. 4). Applicants 
in their Appeal Brief filed on 4/27/2008 on pg. 9 argued that the claimed invention is a method 
of DNA delivery and expression in mammals and no more. Applicants argued that they have 
provided several working examples in mice, rats and monkeys that demonstrated successful 
DNA delivery to a prostate cell. The BPAI in their decision agreed with this argument that the 
claimed method is not a method of treatment and only a method of delivery of DNA to a prostate 
cell (pg. 7, 2nd parag.)
